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Fraternalism in Amateur Radio 


Periodically, reference is made to the 
fraternalism of amateur radio, and in- 
variably there ensues discussion as to 
whether or not our hobby is so blest. 

It is not the purpose of this editorial 
to attempt a settlement of the point, 
but rather to offer the policy of XTAL 
in support of the need for fraternalism 
amongst hams. 

What is fraternalism? 

There are several definitions to be 
found in any dictionary. One authority 
says, in effect, that fraternalism is the 
associating of a body of men for their 
common interest, business or pleasure. 
A definition such as that can hardly be 
accepted as adequate. Viewed from the 
amateur radio point of view, any group 
of hams who pattern their activity after 
the fashion of such interpretation will 
be lacking in the fraternal spirit. They 
will be selfish, and there is nothing 
farther removed from fraternalism than 
selfishness. They will be unfraternal by 
reason of the restricting of their thoughts 
and actions to their own interests. 

Fraternalism far exceeds the limits 
imposed by the sphere of activity of any 
group; it transcends the interests of any 
organization, no matter to what extent 
it is national or international. A practi- 
cal application of fraternalism requires 
us each to live a life which will produce 
the greatest benefit to mankind regard- 
less of association (or absence of it) 
with us in any particular interest. 

Let us become more specific by taking 
a look at this-amateur radio of ours, 
being careful to keep the fraternal aspect 
constantly before us. 

First, then, we shall consider the C.W. 
men. All the dictates of good operating 
practice, and a fraternal consciousness, 
should prevent us from cluttering our 
bands by sending trains of CQ’s. Many 
have been the paragraphs written on the 
subject, and many are the fifteen and 
twenty CQ’s which continue to be sent. 
Surely a little thought would bring us to 
a realization of the fact that we are 
robbing our bands of a certain amount 
of pleasure for others, and irritating a 


number of hams who are waiting for us 
to identify ourselves. A long string of 
CQ’s do not mean a thing until we get 
around to “de”, and when we eventually 
sign we catalogue ourselves as miserable 
operators who are lacking in fraternal 
spirit. 

What a delight it is to hear a good fist 
send three CQ’s, then sign twice, repeat- 
ing the process three to five times. And 
what a flock of answers he gets! Any 
gent who is long-winded in his CQ’s will 
probably prove to be a poor conversa- 
tionalist, for things are relative after all. 
Perhaps that is the reason why long CQ’s 
get few answers. 


Would it not be a splendid achieve- 
ment to earn for Canadian hams a repu- 
tation for clean-cut, sensible CQ calls, 
intelligent QSO’s, and a high order of 
general operating? There never was 
anything more easy of attainment. All 
we require is an operating habit deter- 
mined for us by fraternal considerations 
—operating with consideration for others, 


Having established contact, we should 
immediately endeavour to put ourselves 
on common. ground with the man at the 
other end. Give him a chance to divert 
conversation along lines which are most 
pleasant to him. Above all else, send 
at his speed. One of the conundrums of 
amateur radio is the ham who endeavours 
to pound brass at a speed beyond his 
ability—a habit which ruins the possi- 
bility of ever having a good fist, and 
which produces dots which are neither 
dits nor dahs, and dashes which are be- 
yond description. Nothing fraternal about 
that type of operating. Just a lot of 
hard work for the man who is trying to 
copy us, and who could read us even 
faster if we were sending decent stuff. 
And a word to those who can send pro- 
ficiently at thirty ... . there is no stigma 
in slowing down to a speed which assures 
solid copy, whether dictated by “con- 
ditions,” QRM, or the human element. 
Such practice demonstrates the combina- 
tion of intelligence and mechanical ability 
which denote the good operator. 
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Perhaps, after all, there has to be 
something to identify the “lid,” and there 
does not appear to be any more definite 
pair of shrieking tags than the long CQ, 
and the fifteen-word man trying to do 
thirty-five. 

The fraternal C.W. operator, on the 
other hand, will make a point of having 
an enjoyable QSO, at the same time 
keeping in mind that others are trying 
to use the band. He will send as slowly 
as is necessary. He will be a real friend, 
and the man at the other end will take 
a heap of pleasure out of that QSO. And 
when you QRT, you will have a greater 
respect and admiration for your rig. 
You will enjoy the thrill and pleasure 
that comes from a realization of the fact 
that you were an asset, not merely a 
burst of QRM. You will have proved 
co-operative—a fraternalist. 


To the phone man falls a great re- 
sponsibility for our public relations as 
affected by our habits, and perhaps the 
lion’s share of criticism for public antipa- 
thy toward ham radio, 

It is not implied that the habits of 
phone men are inferior to those of brass 
pounders, but the medium of contact 
brings them closer to the public. In 
short, his QSO, apart from tehnical dis- 
cussions, conveys impressions to his 
listeners on which their opinion of the 
entire amateur body is formed, something 
which dots and dashes fail to do. 


The worst the public can say of the 
C.W. operator is that he is a nuisance 
when his key clicks find their way into 
the BCL receiver, or when he effectively 
blankets. Amateur phones, on the other 
hand, are found to be entertaining by a 
large section of the public,-and we are 
tuned in. Perhaps it is our absolute in- 
formality that appeals. True, no BCL 
is bound to dial us, but it is his pre- 
rogative to do so, and when he does, it 
is his inalienable right to anticipate 
pleasure from the attention he gives us. 
Certainly he should not expect to have 
his finer feelings jolted, but yet that is 
what sometimes happens. 

Many of us have at times listened to 
our phone men carrying on a conyersa- 
tion, and have blushed to think that our 
hobby and its boast of fraternalism 
could not restrain the impulsive utter- 
ances of some of our confréres. It does 
not necessarily follow that they were VE 
boys. 

Our worst offenders would not enter 
our homes and attempt to carry on in 
the fashion they sometimes do over the 
air. Is there any excuse for doing so 
over the family all-wave receiver? 


The fraternal phone man will hold 
sacred the privilege which is his in being 
heard in countless homes. He will not 
be unmindful of the fact that he may be 
an air visitor to the nation’s homes where 
impressionable children are taking in- 
finite pleasure from listening to him. 
Being a fraternalist, he will be at pains 
to see that his QSO is carried on with 
intelligence. He will not be pedantic, 
he will not be high-hat, but he will be 
sensible, 

So, let us each take unto ourselves— 
be we on C.W. or phone—as our particu- 
larly individual charge, the responsibility 
of placing Canadian amateur radio on 
a high plane of ethics. Let us resolve 
to make it outstanding for the true spirit 
of fraternalism it exemplifies, not only 
amongst hams, but toward every indi- 
vidual who shares the earth with us. 


The sphere of our activity of which 
we proudly boast is SERVICE. Fra- 
ternalism is synonymous. At least it 
should be, but too many of our numbers 
seem to have the faculty of separating 
them, 

Fraternalism as the subject of an 
editorial is one thing—fraternalism as 
reflected in the habits of amateur radio 
operators is something else again. Let 
us give it a truly practical value.
